AT HEIGHT OF 3,000 FEET 


Going Steadily as a_ Bird, 
Rodgers Seems to Be Making 
Good Time—Before the Start 
Was Made the Machine Was 
Christened by Miss Swift, of 
Memphis. 


New York, September 17.—C. P. Rod- 
gers, third aviator to start a trans- 
continental flight for the Hearst prize, 
arose from the race track at Sheeps- 
head bay at 4:25 o’clock this after- 
noon, swept in a wide circle over the 
grounds and then headed northwest 
until hig white winged flyer merged 
into a bank of clouds over the Jer- 
Sey meadows and disappeared. He 
drove a Wright biplane and carried a 
message from Mayor Gaynor to the 
mayor of San Francisco, and from the 
commanders of the eastern division of 
the army and navy to the commanders 
on the Pacific coast. Before his start 
the machine was christened by Miss 
Amelia Swift, of Memphis, Tenn. 

Over New York City. 

Flying Over New York city, Rodgers 
crossed Broadway at 4:45, at a height 
of 3,000 feet and covered the mile from 
that point across the river in less 
than a minute. He was flying as stead- 
lly as a bird when he soared over the 
city, and evidently was not bothered 
by the “air holes’ which have troubled 
other avidtors. 

At 6:07 he was reported as passing 

over Campbell Hall Junction, 66 miles 
from the start, headed for Middle- 
town. 
‘ The areoplane looked almost like a 
toy at the starting ground, ag it meas- 
ured just 23 feet from tip to tip, while 
-the aviator stands 6 feet 4 and weighs 
192 pounds. Rodgers is confident !t 
will land him in San Francisco with- 
out mishap. 

$0 Miles in Hour and 53 Minutes. 

Middletown, N. Y., September 17.— 
After a flight of about 80 miles in his 
proposed aerial voyage from New York 
to the Pacific coast, C. P. Rodgers, the 
aviator, reached this city and landed 
at 6:18 o'clock this evening. He had 
covered the distance from the Sheeps- 
head Bay race track in one hour and 
fifty-three minutes. 

A crowd of about ten thousand per- 
sons had gathered on an open field on 
the outskirts of the city and gave the 
aviator a tumultuous welcome. He 
made an easy landing and is in a 
good position to resume his flighit 
tomorrow. 

Rodgers might have made better 
time had he not mistaken the Erie 
and Jersey railroad at Grey Court for 
that of the Erie, and followed the 
tracks,of the former for some distance. 
When he discovered he was off his 
route he followed the Ontario and 
Western tracks from Crystal Run to 
this city, which he recognized from 
its church steeples. He entered the 
city from the north and swept around 
several times in wide circles at a con- | 
Siderable altitude so that everyone 
had a good view of his machine in| 
flight. 

Despite his detour, Rodgers beat into 
the city by two minutes a special train 
which had followed him from the time 
he began crossing Jersey City. He will 
spend the night here and expects to 
make an early morning start, :

Jacksonville, Fla., September 17.— 
Cicero Thompson, a carpentér, aged 
45, was killed, and-a woman compan- 
ion, whom he was accompanying home, 
was criminally assaulted by an un- 
known negro. at Ortego, a suburb of 
this city, early this morning.

AIR CRAFT IN WAR 
MUCH OVERRATED 


By Paul Villiers. 

Paris, September 17—(Special)—Lieu- 
tenant Connean, naval officer, who is 
famous as an aviator, thinks airships 
are greatly overrated as implements of 
warfare. The men who talk most on 
the subject, he says, Know very little 
about war or airships. Be has pnaren: 
terized them as “cafe scientists.” In a 
recent interview on the subject, he, 
said: “Much nonsense has been talked 
about this question. We must first get 
rid of the idea of the aeroplane as a 
weapon of offense. From the height at 
which an aeroplane must keep in order 
to be out of range, it is impossible to 
drop a bomb on the target aimed at, 
even if this were a battleship of the 
largest size. One might, perhaps, at- 
tempt night attacks, but then the great 
difficulty for the aeroplane, as for the 
submarine, is to discover the enemy. 

“The only possible use for the aero- 
plane is that of scout, The monoplane 
of today can fly into the wind much 
better than the biplane, and permits of 
flights over the sea, where eddies are 
rare, even in ‘very fresh’ winds. It is 
objected that it cannot take up a pas- 
senger; but, for the information, in- 
evitably very simple, which a scouting 
vessel] has to collect—the position and 
number of the enemy’s ships—is. it 
really necessary to have an observer @s 
well as a pilot? In my opinion, it is 
quite unnecessary. 

“The aeroplane will naturally have 
to be carried on board a ship specially 
arranged for it. There is nothing very 
complicated about that, and a platform 
can easily be fixed on the deck of a 
cruiser, or better still, on a liner, suffi- 
cient to allow the airman to start and 
alight. 

“Ag for its employment, I conceive 
that the aeroplane should be a sort of 
eaptive balloon—or, more precisely, @ 
periscope, There can be no question, 
except in case of emergency, of send- 
ing the airman a hundred miles ahead, 
If anything goes wrong, that is the 
end of the airman—a discouraging 
prospect, and, besides, a useless risk. 
When it is desired to explore the hori- 
zon, the airman will simply have to 
rise as high as possible almost on the 
spot—that is to say, without going 
more than four or five miles from his 
ship. If he perceives smoke or a vessel 
which it is desirable to reconngiter, the 
ship, after having taken the airman 
back on board, will resume her course 
in the indicated direction. When a suit- 
able distance has been traversed a 
fresh ascent will be made, and fresh 
observations will be transmitted by 
wireless telegraphy. If by chance 
something goes wrong, if the airman 
falls into the water, one has merely 
to go and pick him up with his ma- 
chine as one picks up a target. There 
is nothing Utopian in this; it is all 
perfectly simple.” 


“Aerepiage.” 

Visitors to Hardelot, a new watering 
place near Boulogne, are being enter- 
tained by M. Bleriot, the famous air-| 
man, who has a chalet there, and who 
‘sails along the level sands aboard his 
new “aeroplage,” which can carry his 
whole family. The “aeroplage” is a 
machine made up of a framework 
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mounted on three pneumatic wheels, 
two of which are in front; but, instead 
of having an engine, it carries a sail 
similar to the mainsail of a yacht, It 
is guided by the rear wheel by means 
of similar steering gear to that,of a 
motor. 

Mme, Bleriot and her children fre- 
quently voyage Over the sands, which 
stretch for 20 miles without any ob- 
stacles, not even a rivulet. The 
are one-third of a mile wide, and form 
a wonderful natural flyin ground, 
where M. Bleriot tries all hig new ma- 
chines. For the “aeroplage,” they are 
ideal. When the tide recedes they be- 


istrange craft make scarcely any mark 
upon them. M. Bleriot made the ma- 
chine simply to amuse himself and his 
wife and children, M. Cazin, a friend of 
his, asisting him. In a high wind M. 
Bleriot has attained 60 miles an hour 
with it. .

His situation in 
Le Societe Generale (founded in 1864 by 
the first Schneider) brought him into 
frequent contact with the present man. 
The intention in founding that bank 
was “to develop French industries,” and 
to take the monopoly of railway build- 
ing in France from England. For many 
years the Societe Generale has made a 
mountainous pile by the issue of for- 
eign loans. 


Special Agent Shot Dead. 


Mounds, Ills., September 17.—Special 
Agent McKnight, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, was shot to death in the street 
here early today by City Policeman 
Walbridge after McKnight had fired 
upon the policeman’s son, who was 
acting as a picket of the striking 
freight and yard clerks. 

A coroner’s jury released Walbridge 
on a verdict of justifiable homicide.

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BANKER FACED 
DEATH IN CELLAR 


Paris, September 17.—(Special)—The 
trial and conviction.of a local. business 
man and one of his employes which 
occurred recently in the Assize court 
recalls one of the most sensational 
crimes in the history of this city. 

Readers,.may recall the remarkable 
adventure which fell to the lot of Pros- 
per Poch, a local banker, in January, 
when he was compelled to sign a re- 
ceipt for 41,000 francs, which was owed 
to him, and other papers as well. The 
case was recently on at the Assize 
‘court. Poch told the story in a plain, 
simple manner. He stated that on the 
day in question a business man, Boul- 
nois, to whom he had advanced money, 
called at his office and told him of a 
client who wished to negotiate a loan, 
adding that if he would accompany 
him to Villemomble, where he resided, 
the matter could be settled at once. 

They went to a restaurant, and then 
they started for Villemomble, where 
the banker was taken to a rather out- 
of-the-way cottage. Hardly were they 
in the hall when another man, Mug- 
nier, an employee of BouTnois, caught 
hold of the banker and threw a rope 
around his neck, while Boulnois, pro- 
ducing a revolver, cried, “Not a word! 
You are caught!’’ And, addressing 
his accomplice, he added, “We shall 
take him down to the cellar.” 

The terror of Poch may readily be 
imagined. Clinging to the banister, 
he shouted “Murder” with all the pow- 
er of his lungs, but nobody came to 
the rescue, and a gag was added to 
his other discomforts. A sharp strug- 
gle ensued. The confederates tried to 
drag him down the staircase, but he 
resisted and the gag having got 
away, he was able to gasp out: “What 
do you want of me? If you want to 
kit] me, do so; but I will not go down 
to the cellar.’ 

Boulnois declared that Poch would 
not be hurt if he would do as he was 
told, and, as th unlucky banker had 
no choice but to consent, he was ord- 
ered to hand over, as a preliminary, 


all the cash that he had about him, 


Out came his purse, which Boulnois 
took, but when the banker hinted tim- 
idly that this would leave him nothing 
for his journey home he returned 15 
francs. 

Poch was then made to seat himself 
at a table, where several papers were 
laid before him. He was looking them 
over when the revolver was once more 
in evidence. Boulnois exclaiming, 
“Sign or die!” As the lesger of two 
evils, the banker preferred to sign the 
papers. Besides the receipt for the 
41,000 francs he signed several prom- 
issory notes, amounting in all to 16,- 
000 francs. Yet, in spite of his com- 
pliance, he was detained until night 
came, and then he was led off to a 
wood, where he wandered about in the 
dark for hours. 

Boulnois asserted that he had been 
shabbily treated by the banker, and 
that he had enticed him to the cottage 
simply to be even with him. All that 
his employee, Mugnier, would allege 
in his own defense was that he mere- 

An attempt has been made to dem- 
onstrate that the banker lent money 
at exorbitant interest, several witness- 
es being calTed in support of this con- 
tention, but the public prosecutor said 
it was a mistake to imagine that any- 
one who had dealings with an usurer 
could obtain complete liberation.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS 


“HOLY RUSSIA” 


St! Petersburg, September 17.—Grand 
Duke Nicholas Michailovitch, who, 
like his cousin, Grand Duke Constan- 
tine, is g literary Romanoff, is deep 
in a semi-historial, semi-biographical 
work on the reign and personality of 
the Czar Alexander I. The grand duke 
has access to the secret archives, and 
promises some historical surprises. Last 
year, for his services to historical lit- 
erature, he was made an honorary 
doctor of Berlin university. 
uncle of Crown Princess Ceoille, of 
Germany. The books already issued 
by Nicholas Michailovitch deal with 
the correspondence of Alexander I with 
his sister, the queen of Wurttemberg; 
with the Czarista Elizabeth, wife of 
Alexander I, which runs into three 
volumes, and a twelve-volume study 
of the “Relations Diplomatiques de la 
Russia et de la France.” The grand 
duke has a non-imperial rival. This 
is Dmitri Merezhkowsky, author of 
“Peter the Great,” “Leonardo da Vin- 
ci,” and other long romances of the 
past, Merezhkowsky is also at work on 
a book entitled “Alexander I.” It is 
appearing in sections in the Moscow 
“Russkoe Slovo,” Interviewed at Ma- 
rienbad, the grand duke says that Me- 
rezhkowsky’'s. work is “absolutely un- 
historical and untrue.” 


V. F. Bulgakoff, Tolstoy’s last private 
secretary, who was with him up to the 
end, has published at Moscow a book 
of reminiscences entitled “With Leo 
Tolstoy During His Last Year of Life.” 
Bulgakoff took up the private secre- 
tary’s work about Christmas, 1909, to 
replace M. Gussieff, Tolstoy’s former 
secretary, who was seized by order of 
the Premier Stolypin and sent to exile 
in Siberia. He gives a remarkable 
account of Tolstoy’s critical attitude 
to himself and others. Of himself, Tal- 
stoy said: “My works are not to be 
-_taken seriously compared with the 
works of Feodor Strachoff,” (a Rus- 
sian thinker dead some years ago). 
Tolstoy’s sayings about other Russian 
novelists are gtill severer: “Tourgenieff 
said that Fete, the poet was stupid,” 
he told Bulgakoff, ‘but he himself 
was stupider.”

How inartistic 
it is.” Tolstoy had a very low opin- 
ion of two more recent Russian ge- 
niuses, Gorki and Leonid Andreyeff. 
(“TT have been reading,” he said, “Leo- 
id Adreyeff’s ‘Anostasia.’ It is non- 
sense. It ig not even written in Rus- 
sian. Yet the student girl who reads 
Andreyeff or Gorki persuades herself 
that she does not understand them 
merely because they are too  pro- 
found. 

This Leonid Andreyeff is the author 

“The Red Laugh,” “Seven Hanged 
and many other shorter stories 
He has a villa, 


of 
Men,” 
and plays of manners. 
at Terioki in Finland, not far from 
the Russian frontier at Bieloostroff. 
Andreyeff has long been a political 
suspect; and now he is a criminal one. 
During a July “White Night” when, 
in the latitude of Finland, it never gets 
dark, he heard shooting near his 
house, and, rushing out, found some 
members of the frontier guard en- 
gaging smugglers in battle. Andreyeff 
had no desire to assist the forces of 
law and order (in this being truly 
Russian) and he returned to his bed. 
Next morning the gendarmes came 
and told him he had been seen helping 
the smugglers to escape. They 
searched his house ang were giving up 
the search in despair when they found 
a draft of a short story dealing with 


He is the; 


a revolutionary smuggler. This they 
carried off to St. Petersburg as evi- 
dence of a plot to smuggle. Andreyeff 
was able to prove that he had writ- 
ten the story five years before, and 
no steps were taken against him: but 
the police resolutely refuse to return 
the MSS. They declare that it is “reg- 
istered in the criminal archives, and 
therefore irrecoverable.” . 


The. matryrology of Russian letters 
may be studied next winter in con- 
centrated form. On December list will 
be opened at the Moscow Museum of 
Fine Arts the first “Exhibtion of Rus- 
Sian Authors.” Five large halls wilt 
be full of MSS, pictures, photographs 
and relics; but the most interesting 
exhibits will be origina] official docu. 
ments dealing with decrees of death 
exile and imprisonment directed by the 
autocracy against the’ men who are 
the glories of Russian literature. 
From Pushkin to Tolstoy not a single 
famous novelist or poet has escaped 
80me form of official persecution: and 
the punishments—mostly for nothing— 
have fanked from drafting into a penal 
regiment (Schevechenko), and sentence 
of death (Dostryevsky) to mere prohi- 
bitions against leaving one’s native 
town or district. Among such docu- 
ments on exhibition will be the death- 
sentence and decree of commutation of 
Dostoyevsky; the order to Tourgenieff 
not: to leave his estate (as punishment 
for writing “On the Death of Gogol’); 
a document exiling Saltykoff-Stchedrin, 
whose flerce satires on the officials of 
Nicholas I apply equally today: and 
finally several spy reports about Alex- 
ander Pushkin, Russia’s greatest poet, 
In addition will be exhibited M. Heint- 
zig’s collection of portraits and photo- 
Sraphs of Russian authors of the nine- 
teenth century, which is absolutely 
complete, and numbers over 13,000 
items. Among them is a photograph 
of a minor poet named Erygin, snap- 
shotted as he was taken out to be 
hanged for conspiring against Nicho- 
las I, and a portrait of Nicholas 
Morosoff, the author-scientist who 
Spent twenty years in a Schluesselburg 
fortress casemate, with notes about his 
physical characteristics, ete. written 
by the jail authorities.

Nicholas II. as “poet” has more than 
once appeared in newspaper para- 
graphs;.and a decade ago an English 
journal published what was represent- 
ed to be a translation of an imperial 
dirge upon the gloomy lot of monarchs. 
Since then none of Nicholas’ produe- 
tions have reached the press: but some 
weeks ago the czar of all the Russtans 
gave some interesting indications of 
where his taste in poetry lies. A cer- 
tain obscure Isidor Galakhofft,. who 
writes enthusiastic, but ungrammati- 
cal, odes aboyt the glories of the ex- 
tinct autocracy, punctuated with flerce 
lampoons on the duma, religious free- 
dom, Jews, liberals and Germans, at- 
tracted the czar’s benevolent attention. 
Galakhoff was sent for to Peterhof 
Palace, and there Nicholas the Poéti- 
cal made him a gift of $1,000: and 
offered to pay $750 towards printing 
a “popular edition” of his works. The 
poems must have strongly appealed to 
thrifty Nicholas to induce him to part 
with so much money: and cynies de- 
clare that since Orpheus’ music melted 
Pluto’s iron heart there has been no. 
such striking instance of the beneficent 
influence of song.

Hoke Smith Explains His Po- 
Sition on Presidential Hae 


Says That He Suggested That | 


a Democratic Ticket of Har- 
mon and Wilson, or Wilson 
and Harmon, Would Be Good 
One for the Party. 


Governor Hoke Smith returned to 
Atlanta yesterday from Spring Lake, 
N. J., where he has been attending the 
conference of governors in session 
there last week. 

Governor Smith was asked regard- 
ing the story sent out from Spring 
Lake Friday, which quoted him as 
having announced that the next demo- 
cratic ticket would be Governor Har- 
mon, of Ohio, and Governor Wilson of 
New Jersey, for president and _ vice 
president, respectively. 

The story, in effect, quoted the gov- 
ernor as having committed himself to 
this ticket as a definite proposition 
and stated further that from Governor 
Smith’s statement it was inferred that 
the governors, while in session, had 
reached some sort of secret agree- 
ment to support this ticket. 

Regarding the alleged 
Governor Smith said: 

“My time was limited while away, 
and I was not able to stay at Spring 
Lake. to the finish of the conference. 
I left there Thursday shortly after the 
governors had determined to  co- 
operate in the plea to the federal ‘su- 
preme court for the protection of 
State’s rights, brought about by the 
ruling of Judge Sanborn in the Minne- 
sota rate case, which was adverse to 
intrastate regulation by railroad com- 
missions. 

“I was surprised to see in several 
papers before I reached home what 
purported to be a declaration from my- 
self that the next democratic ticket 
will be composed of Governor Harmon 
and Governor Wilson for president and 
vice president, respectively. 

“I esteem both Governor Harmon 
and Governor Wilson highly, and in a 
number of casual conversations at 
Spring Lake frequently expressed my- 
self strongly for both gentlemen. Both 
were there, and the chances of each 
were freely discussed on all sides. 

“I concurred in all that was said 
in praise of both and suggested more 
than once that a ticket might not be 
made stronger than by putting on it 
both Governor Harmen and Governor 
Wilson. In other words, I expressed 
approval of a ticket of Harmon an 
‘Wilson or Wilson and Harmon. I did 
not undertake in any instance to de- 
clare my own choice as to how the 
ticket shoulg read, and did not give 
out any interview for publication 
which purported to express my choice, 

“The suggestion that I was giving 
out a ticket as the result of an 
agreement reached ata conference held 
by the governors was without foun- 
Aation.” 

Governor Smith expressed himself as 
being exceedingly well pleased with 
the conference and he believes that 
it will result in the United States su- 
preme court heeding the protest of the 
governors against what they consider 
an invasion of the states’ rights by 
federal courts.

Tabernacle dedication week, during which many eloquent min- 
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face it looked as though Jesus was 
arraigned before Pilot, but as the cen- 
turies have gone it has become more 
evident that Pilot was arraigned be- 
fore Jesus,” the preacher said. “Pilot,” 
he declared, “fought a great battle 
that day between Yobedience and ex- 
pedience. If he had done the thing he 
desired to do he would have set Jesug 
free and scourged from his presence 
the priests who were glamoring for the 
blood of the Savior,” 

Dr. Morgan drew a graphic picture of 
Pilot’s despair when the rabble insisted 
upon freeing Bara¥bas and crucifying 
Jesus. “Pilot attempted to .wash, his 
hands of Christ,” he said, “but you 
cannot wash out blood in water. 

“What then will you do with Jesus, 
which is called Christ?’ the speaker 
repeated. “This,” he said, “is the ulti- 
mate, the final question. It is the last 
question of the dedicatory exercises. 
The central question had been the 
King. We have been with Him every 
hour during the dedication,” said he, 
“and He was the final glory of this 
building, as He was the inspiration 
of it. This place was erected to His 
glory. Now, as we come to the clos- 
ing hour, I bring you back to the 
question: ‘What shall we do with 
Jesus?’ ”’ 

The Five Questions. 

In this connection Dr. Morgan pro- 
pounded five other questions to his au- 
dience and gave the answers himself, 
The first was: 

“What can I do with Him?’ 

“There is only one of two things to 
do, crown Him or crucify Him,” he 
said. ‘There is ‘no middle course. The 
claims which Jesus made are superla- 
tive, They are either the supreme 
truth of the centuries and of history, 
or Christ was the most stupenduous 
fraud ever perpetrated upon credulous 
humanity.” 

“What does it matter what I do with 
Him?’ was the second question. 

“The things changed by this decision 
are three,” the minister said. “One’s 
character, influence and destiny.” 

“Who can decide what I am to do 
with Him?” 

“One's self alone,” the speaker de- 
clared. “The friends of Jesus cannot 
decide for one in His favor, and His 
enemies cannot decide against Him.” 

“When must I answer that?” 

“Now is the accepted time,” Dr. Mor- 
gan declared, impressively. 

“What does it matter in the end?” 
was the final question, and the minister 
argued at length the importance of 
accepting Christ. . 

“When Jesus shall appear a second 
time, His coming will be a day of 
vengance, for He is coming to estab- 
lish righteousness upon the earth. In 
that hour,” said Dr. Morgan, “the 
question will be, what is Jesus going 
to do with me, instead of what shall 
I do with Him?” 

He closed with an eloquent argument 
for the recognition of Christ. 

Dr. MacArthur’s Address. 

Rev. R. 8 MacArthur, of New York, 
president of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance, who delivered the dedicatory ad- 
dress at 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
chose for his subject, “Reasons for the 
erection of churches as places of wor- 
ship.” 

The first reason, he said, is because 
of their wholesome influence in civic 
affairs; the second, because of their 
salutary social influence; the third, be- 
‘cause of their inspirational influence 
intellectually, and the final reason is 
because of their moral and spiritual 
influence. 

Under the first head, he said the 
problem of the city is the greatest in 
the world today. As goes the city so 
goes the country. Cities are but reser- 
voirs from the country streams. Our 
churches, he said, are being criticised 
because they are not keeping pace 
with the people of our cities. Save 
the city, he declared, and you save the 
country, Dr. MacArthur said the great- 
est police force of Atlanta or aly other 
city is the church of Jesus Christ. The 
Tabernacle has, he said, added value 
to every foot of ground in Atlanta, and 
has advanced the interests of every 
bank and every business place in the 
city. ' 

The politics of our country today is 


MacArthur. “If I were a democrat, I 
would want to be a republican, and 
if I were a republican I would want 
to be a democrat,” he averred, “Both 
parties are rotten to the core and I 
would be ashamed to acknowledge that 
I am connected with either. In New 
York Murphy rules the city with an 
iron hand. Philadelphia, a republican 
city, is aS bad. Graft rules in both.” 

_ Only Hepe tn Religion. 

The only hope for the cities, the 
‘speaker declared, is the religion o: 
Jesus in the hearts of the officials. 

Under the second head, he

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rules their lives. He touched upon 
recent divorces and scandals among 
the four hundred,’and scored the social 
leaders of the east for their lax morals. 
The very best society, he said, is 
Christian society. 

Under the third head, he declared 
that there is today a lamentable igno- 
rance of the Bible in our universities 
and colleges. No man, he declared, can 
understand the great poets, writers or 
painters if they do not understand the 
Bible. You cannot read Tennyson, he 
aserted, without a masterful knowl- 
edge of the word of God. The Bible 
is the only inexhaustible book in the 
universe. .All great sermons are taken 
from it. -When the minister is in living 
touch with the living God and the liv- 
ing word of God and has the assistance 
of living people, he will have a living 
church, said he, 

In conclusion Dr. MacArthur admon- 
ished his hearers to be loyal to the 
church, for, said he, we believe the 
religion of Jesus Christ is the greatest 
thing in the world. 

The speaker received many congratu- 
lations upon his excellent address at 
its close. 

The Morning Services. 

Dr. Campbell Morgan’s dedication 
sermon at the new Baptist Tabernacle 
at 11 o’clock Sunday morning was one 
of the most interesting of the many 
splendid features of the day. The 
English minister chose for his text 
that part of the twenty-eighth chapter 
of Genesis dealing with the dream of 
Jacob. The arrasting incident of the 
story, he said, was Jacob’s dedication 
of the stone whereon he had pillowed 
his head as the house of God. - This, 
said he, is the first time the sacred 
and suggestive phrase ‘Shouse of God”’ 
occurs in the Bible, though it is found 
frequently thereafter, Dr. Morgan 
traced the words down the succeeding 
eenturies until they became to mean 
temple, or tabernacle. The phrase, he 
said, applies to the spiritual house of 
God as well as to the material and a 
Place of worship is 
walled in with brick and mortar. 

The House of God. 


“I have no profounder prayer for 
this Tabernacle than that in all the 
days to come it will be a house of 
God and a Gate to Heaven,” the min- 
ister declared with fervor. 

Jacob, the speaker said, was not in 
a temple or a tablernacle when he 
used the phrase, for there were no 
temples or tabernacles thén. He was 
an exile from home and from the 
family altar. He had then lived sev- 
enty years—seventy years filled with 
evil memories that rose up to torment 
him. The minister’s description ‘of 
Jacob’s vision of the angels and the 
ladder was a beautiful bit of word 
painting. 

“Why did Jacob call the stone he 
had used for a pillow the house of 
God?” he asked. “Because that was 
the place where the Divine nearnes;3 
Was revealed to him,” he explained. 
The house of God, he said, is where 
the light of God shines through and 
grips the heart of man The place 
where a Divine revelation bends and 
breaks the heart until man eries out 
in his awe of God’s presence is the 
house of God, 

“Is this Tabernacle a house of God?” 
tho preacher asked. “It all depends 
upon the answer in the hearts of the 
men and women who cross the thresh- 
old,” he declared. “No form of build- 
ing,, no mere service can make it a 
house of God. The house of God is 
where God reveals Himself to the soul 
of man. The building itself cannot 
insure a meeting with God. God's 
house is anywhere God suddenly shines 
through the gloom upon the soul of 
man,”’ 


Dr. Morgan said it grieved his heart 
to note the lack of reverence in the 
church. We are impertinent in much 
cf our worship today, he declared. The 
reason, he said, is that men have lost 
consciousness of God. There is abroad 
today an appalling measure of famili- 
arity with things spiritual, said the 
minister, Sut there is such a thing 
as reverent blasphemy, and this is a 
more appalling danger _ still. The 
church can become a house of vanity 
instead of a house of God, he said. It 
may become_an assembiy for sin in 
high places. Here he told the story of 
Jesus overturning the tables of the 
money lenders in the temple and the 
awful indictment He placed against 
them. 

The possibilities and perils of the 
new Tabernacle are enormous, he de- 
clared. “I see in the future years this 
a house of God, or I see the ghastly 
possibility of it becoming a house of 
vanity—filled with men and women 
keeping up the old forms of worship.

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REGARDING LOCAL SCHOOL TAXATION. 

| In another column, a correspondent declares that he is. only 
in favor, of the local tax method of broadening educational facilities 
where it is accompanied by a compulsory education law. 
| A great many parents, Mr. Niblack claims, will not send their 
children to school after the facilities are provided. Why, then, 
waste energy and funds in pushing what appears to him to be a 
futility ? | 

_ Candidly, The Constitution believes Mr. Niblack’s picture ‘is 
overdrawn. There may be a few communities in this state too 
backward to. patronize rural schools, but we cannot be convinced 
they are otherwise than in the minority. Illiteracy? Indifference? 
To be sure. They exist in every state. That very fact should con- 
stitute a challenge to the more intuitive spirits in each community. 
How is the one to be cured, and the‘other to be awakened, unless 
aggressive leaders rise up in every community? Nor would we 
balk at a compulsory education law, provided it was so framed as 
to avoid those hardships and irrationalities inseparable from all 
sumptuary legislation.. 

When all is said, however, the question resolves itself into the 
state and the county discharging their primary duty of providing 
ample educational facilities for the coming generation.. The door 
must be kept open. No child should. grow to maturity and be 
able to say that his state or his district cut him off from the pos- 
sibility of equipping himself. That is the greatest reproach any 
community could court, the severest blow, any state could in-. 
flict upon itself. 

It must not be forgotten, moreover, that the open school door 
is an,invitation. The very presence of school facilities makes con- 
verts to the cause of education. The spectacle of a child fitting 
himself for success in life is a stimulus to the indifferent parent

COMMERCE TRENDS SOUTHWARD. 


The day is foreshadowed when ships carrying the myriad 
products of southern fields and factories will sail to every port 
of importance in civilizatign, bringing commercial empire to the 
south in a degree difficult for the southerner of our day to pre- 
figure. Already the drift is in evidence, and is set forth in mat- 
ter of fact fashion in the following comment from The Richmond 
(Va.) Journal: 


The tide of commerce is setting toward southern ports. The figures 
from government reports show that the increase of exports'at southern 
ports was the largest of any part of the country and that one-half of all 
the exports of the year were of southern products, In time all of these 
products, which heretofore have gone by long haul to northern ports, will 
leave direct from southern docks and wharves. 

A sign of the times is the contract made by Norfolk people with the 
Booth Line of steamers for the ships of that company to coal and take 
passengers at Norfolk for South American ports. 

Still later the company announces that it will also accept freight for 
South American ports, and this starts for Norfolk what will in the nature 
of her strategic position be a building up fin time of a great commerce 
with South America. 


If these changes have taken place under the ordinary pro- 
cesses of development, what may not be expected with the opening 
of the Panama canal, and intensive manufacturing in each south- 
ern state? er : 

The isthmian waterway will give the south an inestimable 
handicap in the race for trade on the west coast of South America 
and in the approximately broad field of the Orient. 

It is not strange that, in view of these facts that, as related by 
President Paxon, of the Chamber of Commefce, northern capital- 
ists are interested in the south as in no other section of the coun- 
try. It is the business of capital to be forehanded. Capital 
sees the tendency of development of commerce. Capital is pre- 
paring for the day when, from the ports of Norfolk and Port Royal 
and Charleston and Savannah and Brunswick and Pensacola and 
Mobile and New Orleans and Galveston, argosies ‘will stéam forth 
tc South America and the Far East. 

Meanwhile, domestic capital should not be idle. Manufac- 
turing possibilities in the south ‘have barely been touched. They 
should be developed—and that, at a relatively early date—so that 
when the galaxy of southern ports shall send many cargoes to many 
foreign harbors, southern capital will be assured its share of, the 
dividends.

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THE PRACTICAL ROMANCE OF THE APPLE. 


As proof that there is a practical phase to romance, read in 
another column “The Story of An Apple,” by Colonel John P. 
Fort, of Mount Airy, Ga. Colonel Fort is among the pioneer grow- 
ers of the apple, on a commercial scale, in Georgia. Big, red, 
luscious apples from his orchards up near Rabun Gap won two 
successive prizes at the National Apple Show held in Spokane, 
Wash. Considering the competition he had to meet there, his 
achievement is a clinching argument for the profit there is to Geor- 
gia farmers in developing the apple industry. 

It is not all dollars and cents, however, that figure in Colonel 
Fort’s narrative. With a simple, direct charm, he tells how he re- 
discovered the: secret of the coves of the Georgia Blue Ridge—how 
their soil and their sheltered nooks combined the ideal coriditions 
to bring forth apples that would appeal to those that dwell on 
Olympus. On the substantial side, his enthusiasm is suggestive 
and appealing. He believes Georgia should evolve an apple belt 
that would supply not only this state, but the markets, as well, of 
the east and the north and even the distant tropics. 

The average housewife should be especially interested in the 
colonel’s narrative. With her provident mind now turned toward 
jelly-making, she finds herself compelled to pay staggering prices 
for apples brought in from the outside, while Georgia should be 
supplying the union. 

This expensive and uneconomic falicy should be abolished. 
It is as much at variance with ordinary business policy as Georgia’s 
sending, annually, more money outside the state for farm products 
that should be raised here than she receives for her entire cotton 
crop.

Editor Constitution: In pursuance 
of a long contemplated desire, I pur- 
chased in 1906 50 acres of lahd near 
Rabun Gap, in Northeast Georgia, for 
the purpose of planting an apple or- 
chard. 


The position chosen was within a 
mile and one-half of Rabun Gap, on 
the Tallulah Falis railroad. The place 
was known as Turkey Cove, on Black's 
creek, forming the headwaters of the 
Tennessee river. 

There was upon the place about 50 
apple trees that had been planted 15 
or 20 years previous. They were over- 
grown with wild vines, and presented 
a vefy neglected appearance, I had 
the old trees cared for and I planted 
& young orchard of 1,200 trees on the 
Place, of approved varieties of apples. 

I was influenced in this enterprise 
by the. continued rainfall in what I 
considered a favored section of our 
state, the annual rainfall being 
inches per annum more than any ether 
east of the Mississippi river—near 20 
inches perannum more than any other 
section of Georgia. 

The young apple trees I planted 
grew, and the old trees responded to 
the tare given them, After the first 
year’s care and cultivation there ap- 
peared among the old trees in the or- 
chard four trees that produced a red 
apple that surprised me with its splen- 
did appearance. They ripened about 
the first of November, 1908. 

About this time I received by mail a 
pamphlet showing that there was to 
be held at Spokane, Wash., the first

A prizé was of- 
fered for the best two barrels or six 
boxes of apples grown in the 16 
southern states. This prize was called 
the southern states special, and was 
divided into first, second and third 
prizes, I conceived the idea of send- 
ing six boxes of my apples to contest 
for the southern states special.

Another Try. 

Being elated with my ‘success, I had 
my four apple trees specially cared for. 
On November 1, 1908, they presented an 
appearance superior to any similar 
sight I ever beheld. The national apple 
show was again held in Spokane in 
November, 1909. I again contended 
for the first prize in the southern 
States special, with superior apples to 
my entry in 1908, They were awarded 
the first prize abové all competitors. 
The chairman of thé committee making 
the-award was the most renowned po- 
mologist in our. country—Mr. H. E. 
Van Deman, of Washington, D. C. Be- 
e'des, I obtained a diploma for best 
new variety of apples. 

The cancelled check of $100. for 
this prize was applied for by a trustee 
of Mr. Ritchie’s school, near Rabun 
Gap, and is now framed and hung 
upon the school house wall, to remind 
the children that their county can pro- 
duce the best of apples. 

This apple having been pronounced 
a new variety and worthy of being 
put upon the pomological books at 
Washington, was listed and given the 
name of Fort’s Prize.

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Improved Implements and Methods on the Farm 
rae SiiinGei prut No. 2.—THE HARROW. 


Among the impiements used in the preparation of the soil for crops 
and their subsequent tillage, the Harrow holds a place second only to that 
of the Plow and its modifications known as Cultivators. It is quite prob- 
able that the harrow—in crude form—followed closely, in invention, the 
original plow. So close is their companionship, in age and in use, that the 
work of the first is hardly completed without the finishing touch of the last. 

The First Harrow was doubtless a small tree or a limb of a tree 
with extended branches, shorn of leafy foliage, and bent and adapted so 
as to brush over the surface of the freshly plowed soil, Such a “brush” 
harrow is occasionally seen in use at the present time, and the quality of its 
work is fairly good where there is but little need of harrowing. _ Its size and 
spread were proportioned ta the man or animal power to be used to operate 
it: The next development was probably a small, forked tree deprived of 
its branchlets and having a cross-piece of wood securely fastened on with 
rude thongs, making the outline of the rough frame to closely resemble a 
huge letter A, studded with projecting wooden pins or teeth. Nowadays 
the different forms of the rigid tooth harrow are the result of the slow de- 
velopment of the original wooden-tooth A harrow. 

Companion to the Piow.—As just intimated, the harrow, as a rule 
should immediately follow the rough and heavier work of the plow, as the 
smoothing plane follows the “jack” plane. The office of the harrow is to 
more thoroughly comminute the soil that was raised and partly intermixed 
by the plow, reducing it to a more uniform texture, preparatory to seeding. 

The Object of the Harrow—As just hinted, the work of the har- 
row is to finish and perfect the incomplete work of the plow. There are 
many. otherwise excellent and successful farmers who have yet to realize in 
their expefience the great advantages ard benefits that follow the use of 
a well-constructed harrow. They have yet to learn that the mere breaking 
of the soil roughly with a plow, to a greater or less depth, is by no means 
all that may profitably be done in the way of preparing the ground for 
the seed. The plow does not thoroughly fine and pulverize and intermix 
the different parts of the soil so as to produce uniformity and lightness of 
texture and freedom from what may soon be dried into clods The plow 
breaks up and turns over the furrow slice: the harrow threshes and slices 
it and reduces it to a powdery consistency, increasing its capacity for air 
and moisture, and fadcilitating their free passage through its spongelike mass. 

The plow is not adapted to do this final work of preparing the soil, in 
an effective and economical manner. It cannot do the work of the harrow 
for the simple reason that it isn’t ‘‘made that way.” Now this final work 
of the harrow is indispensable to proper preparation of the soil for the seed, 
and yet is not uncommon for a farmer to turn over his soil in late fall, or 
early winter, and leave the more or less compact, overturned furrow slices 
just as disposed by the moldboard, during the whole of the winter and 
until almost the very day of planting the seeds of his crop. Or he may 
re-plow in early Spring and then leave the surface untouched until the seed 
planter is brought into use for planting the crop. It is a fact that the har- 
rowing (not rebedding) that should immediately precede the planting is one 
of the most important and necessary details of preparation. It is surface 
work only that should then be done, and the plow is not the implement, but 
the harrow is. 

Straight Tooth Harrow.—-There are all sorts—at least many kinds— 
of harrows. The straight-tooth harrow describes itself by name, and is 
the kind with which we have longest been familiar. I include, for conveni- 
ence, under this name not only the fixed, immovable tooth harrow, but also 
those which may be adjusted to various degrees of slant backward of their 
teeth. The different forms of this type are restricted more closely to the 
original work of a harrow. They do not trespass at all on the domain of 
the plow—except to do the distinctive work of a harrow, and not to replace 
or substitute the plow. It does not pretend to plow, but confines itself to 
its own purposes. 

The Disk Harrow.—The invention of this tool was a very important 
extension of the possibilities and capabilities of the straight-tooth harrow. 
Indeed, it invades, to a considerable extent, the province of the plow itself. 
Its use is indicated on a very uneven, rough, cloddy surface left by the plow, 
or on a soil of a character so soft and mellow as to require no greater 
depth of stirring than may be secured by such a harrow without the previous 
use of a plow. Such a place, or such a condition, is that left when a crop 
of small grain has just been harvested and it is desired to immediately seed 
the ground to cowpeas, sorghum or almost any crop desired. In its modified 
and further developed form the disk harrow has practically become a culti- 
vator in the sense that it is used in the intertillage of crops. Indeed, as 
noted in No. 1 of this series, the disk harrow has developed also into the 
Disk Plow, and is now becoming one of the most popular breaking plows 
extant. Once for all, it may not be extravagant to say that. the revolv- 
ing, self-cleaning moldboard—for that is the essential feature of disk plows 
and disk harrows—is the most notable invention in the field of tillage imple- 
ments of the present generation. 

The Smoothing Harrow.—This term really includes the first form of 
harrow already discussed; but it finds special application to those types of 
harrows designed not so much for stirring the superficial soil as for simply 
smoothing it after sowing, or immediately before. It includes particular- 
ly those implements that are so arranged that by means of levers and flex- 
ible joints, they may be more readily and perfectly adjusted to the particular 
work to be done. The Acme Smoothing Harrow is a type of this class that 
has reached and for a long time maintained a high dégree of popularity for 
distinctively smoothing purposes. 

Finally, at least for the present, the original harrow has reached such 
a development in one particular direction, that it has been divorced from its 
original name, and is known as. the “Weeder,” which is essentially the

SOW OATS? YES. 

Mrs. M. A. G,, Beaver Dam, 8. C.— 
have a field, of 10 acres, rich loam, 
which for several voore has been 
heavily broadcasted with stabie 
nure, planting one year in corn, the 
next in cotton ang so on.

What 
oats do you consider best for this Io- 
eality. 

Answer—I think I woulq sow that 
10 acres in oats—say Appler or any 
pure strain of Texas rust-proof oats 
that have been sown year after year 
in the fall. The ‘land as described 
ought to make a fine yield of oats 
with but a moderate amount of fer- 
tilizer, say 150 pounds of 16 per cent 
aciq phosphate, 25 pounds of muriate 
of potash (or 100 pounds of kainit) 
and 175 pounds of cotton seeq meal 
per acre and a top dressing of 59 to 
100 pounds of nitrate of soda per acre ~ 
in March. The phosphoric acid and 
potash of the fertilizer not utilized by 
the cotton (and most of it was not) 
would remain’ in the soll for next 
spring’s crop—if not sown in oats— 
but the nitrogen woulq mostly be 
leached out and lost by the winter and 
spring rains. It is true, however, that 
you might sow in a “cover” crop at 
once, such as rye, rape, vetch or some- 
thing that will grow during the win- 
ter and by that means conserve the 
unused plant food. But I think the 
oat proposition the better. I have 
never been much: of an advocate of 
Mexican June corn except for the 
silo.

DIP, DIP, DIP. 

Alton M, .Worden, Altamont Range, 
Tullahoma, Tens.—We are all dippy at 
our house. We dip the dogs to kill the 
fieas and parasites and to prevent 
mange and skin disease. 

We make pools of clay or concrete, 
filling half full of water, adding one 
to one-fourth per cent of Frederick 
Company’s Creo, Kreso, or other dips 
to the water, then let our hogs dip 
themselves. You would enjoy seeing 
the porkers play and enjoy themselves. 
They roll in the tanks, turn their 
heads so that their ears are in the dip, 
and shape until they spray their own 
backs. It kills the lice and saves lots 
of feed, making much more meat. Put 
a few drops of the dip in the hen's 
water and a few drops of a strong so- 
lution on the heads of the chicks for 
mites and lice. We spray our hen 
houses and roosts with a strong s0- 
lution, one of dip to fifty or seventy- 
five of water, several times each year. 
Also all sheds or stalis or i stables 
where our stock Is kept, in the fall be- 
fore the stock is put up for winter. It 
kills the lice and vermin of all kinds, 
prevents disease, keeps the stock com- 
fortable and thrifty, saves time and 
lots of feed also. 

It is just the thing, too, where Tex- 
as fever ticks are found. 

I notice that my wife and the maid 
dip, too. They use a strong solution, 
say a tablespoonful of dip to, at least, 
two quarts of water. After the porch 
floor is scoured they wrung out the 
mop and wiped the floor with the dir 
water, took a cloth also and washed 
the door and the walls about with the 
same. You should gee the flies scat- 
ter and leave.

I 
have tried cotton seed meal and ap- 
plied water freely, I have tried lime, 
I have used kainit. Nothing seems to 
help the condition of things. It grows 
luxuriantly at all other places, even 
just outside the reach of the foliage of 
the magnolia. The grass I have is 
bluegrass. It may be that some other 
grass will grow there, but, I don't 
know what to place there. Please ad- 
vise me how to treat this case in order 
that I may have a uniform lawn. 

Answer—I suggest as‘ probable that 
there is a dearth of depth of soil 
around the bases of the trees, and 
that the difficulty may be overcome by 
spreading over the surface three or 
four inches in depth of a rich loam, 
either from your garden or from 4 
rich surface soil of the forest; and I 
would also mix with it some thor- 
oughly rotted, fine stable manure. 
Then re-seed, or, better, sod it with 
bluegrass sod from elsewhere.

had gone to her rescue. 

After committing the crime Mar- 
shall fled. He took refuge in a barn. 
A posse surrounded the barn. Sheriff 
Davis and two men of the posse were 
shot and injured by Marshall. He held 
the posse at bay and finally attempts 
to capture him were abandoneg for 
the night. 

Early today Marshall's father was 
induced to lead four other negroes into 
the barn on the pretense of befriend- 
ing the criminal. They overpowereg 
him. He was quickly bound and hur- 
ried to the jail here, 

News of the crime spread rapidly 
through the two counties and people 
gathered in large numbers about the 
county jail ang demanded the black. 
The authorities pleaded with the peo- 
ple to await until court convenes to- 
morrow and promiseq that Marshall’s 
ease would be the first tried. 

The victim, who is only 22 years 
old, was on her way to a spring when 
accosted by the negro.
